.Though New York inventor Albert. Sadacca 

sold only 100 lights in 1917 when .the "novelty" 

was first merchandised, Christmas, lighting like 

electricity became an integral part of Yule : time 

' cheer and the national holiday.. 

The first lights were^ simply a number of 
flashlight bulbs wired together and powered by 
batteries. 

For the next Christmas season, Sadacca went 

one better and with paint and imagination' turned 
the clear glass flashlight bulbs into a multi-color- 
ed string of Christmas lights. ■ 

According to Commonwealth Edison Com- 
pany, this season customer's in the utility's serv- 
ice area alone will use over 300,000 kilowatts of 
electricity for decorative lighting inside and out- 
side the home. 

That's about four times the electricity re- 
quired to illuminate all of the city of Chicago's 
street lights, alley lights, traffic signals, subway 
lights and miscellaneous bulbs. ■ 

How many Christmas lights will 300,000 
"kilowatts of electricity illuminate? 

An Edison spokesman pointed out that the 
wattage rating of bulbs vary '.widely. 

But if the highly popular 7 l /o-watt bulb was

" In all modern societies which have broken 
down and suffered revolutions large segments of 
the people Have been turned against the authority 
of the state. In a democracy this authority -is re- 
presented in the persons of- law enforcement offi- 
cers, who enforce the laws of freely elected re- 
presentatives of the people. 

Law enforcement officers do not, of course, 
make laws; they are not responsible for them, 
They have the ', duty to enforce, .them and they 
must be enforced if there is to be order and pro- 
gress in society. In recent years some of those dis- 
contented with the pace, of progress or with 
American institutions, a minority,- have resorted 
to attacks on policemen or the bombing of -police 
stations. 

Attorney General John Mitchell and twelve 
representatives-dfthe nation's police chiefs re- 
cently-agreed on recommendations to~be _ submit- 
ted to President Nixon in an effort to combat ter- 
rorist bombings and attacks on policemen. They 
include among other things increased aid from 
the FBI to -rocal'police departments" under terror- 
ist pressure.

There should be no doubt about the serious- 
ness of the campaign.,oi attacks on law enforce- 
ment officers in this country. Respect for the law, 
andthose who enforce it, are fundamental neces- 
sities for the functioning of a free- society. With- 
out it, that society isin mortal danger.

About, six weeks of training is 
required for the patients and one 
attendant— usually a wife or rela- 
tive— in the use of the home dialy- 
sis equipment. 

Home dialysis training activi- 
ties will begin soon at 10 of the 35 
hospital-based "artificial kidney" 
centers, and 15 more VA hospital 
centers will initiate training pro- 
grams-beginning July 1, 1971. - 

Long range plans call for train* 
ing. units at each of the VA hos- 
pitals currently operating artifi- 
cial kidney centers, called "He- 
modialysis Centers," and at all 
such centers that may be estab- 
lished in the future. 

VA's hospital-based hemodialy- 
sis now serves approximately 
1,000 patients with severe chronic 
kidney disease -who otherwise 
would die within weeks or 
months. Patients must come to 
the hospital two or three times 
each week to have their blood 
cleansed of Impurities, which un- 
der normal conditions are re- 
moved through then* kidneys. 

It is estimated, according to 
Dr. Schlesinger, that at least half 
pf these patients will be suitable 
for home care, thus drastically 
reducing the required number of 
hospital visits. 

In addition to Hlnes, the other 
nine home dialysis units in the 
first program' are to be estab- 
lished in Manhattan, Los Angeles, 
Boston, St. Louis, Miami, Okla- 
homa .'City, Pittsburgh, Denver, 
and Nashville. -The first units are 
being activated on the basis of 
population density of eligible vet-

"Nearly, all of the calls completed 
between "the two countries orig- 
inate in Vietnam but are paid for 
in this country by having the 
charges reversed/'r 

According to the American 
Telephone and Telegraph • Com- 
pany's Long Lines Department, 
special arrangements have been 
made in Vietnam to help service- 
men call home at their conven- 
ience. These arrangements were 
made through the cooperation of 
the U.S.O., the military, the Bell 
System and communications peo- 
ple in South Vietnam and Hong 
Kong. 

Many, of the calls home, arc 
placed from' the U.S.O. center in 
downtown-Saigon. However, calls 
can also be made from a number 
of hospitals and service centers 
at bases in the Vietnamese coun- 
tryside. Five years ago only 
about 30 calls a day: were being 
completed over two high frequen- 
cy radio circuits that were In ser- 
vice four hours daily. These are 
still the only circuits that handle 
calls Into Vietnam. But by pro- 
viding special facilities at - the 
Saigon U.S.O. • center, approxi- 
mately 25 times as many outgo- 
ing calls are now being complet- 
ed daily. These calls are carried 
by radio to Hong Kong and then 
to the U.S.A. orf undersea cable 
or- satellite circuits.

Then Ihe 
foremost person grasps the vic- 
tim's wrists and the entire line 
of rescuers wriggles back to saf-

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Christmas tree easier. 

,— Determine where in your 
home you will display your tree/ 
With this in mind you will be able 
to (ell what height tree you will 
need and whether all four sides 
must be suitable for display. 

—Select a tree that is the right' 
height . for the space you have 
chosen for it. Cutting large por- 
tions off either end will alter the 
natural taper of the tree. 

.—Freshness is an important .key 
when- selecting your tree.' The 
needles should be resilient, but 
not brittle. Run your finger down 
a branch— the needles should ad- 
here to each. twig. 

—Shake or bounce the tree on 
the ground lightly to /see that the 
needles are firmly attached. If 
only a few drop off-,- the tree is 
fresh, and with proper care 
should retain its freshness Indoors 
throughout the holiday season. 

—The. limbs should be strong 
enough to hold - ornaments and 
^strings of electric lights, and the 
tree should. have a strong frag- 
rance and good green color for 
the species. 

—Check - the tree for freshness, 
cleanness, health and trimming. 

Following these steps should 
insure a healthy, attractive tree. 
But the care of your tree does 
not stop here. 

■ —If you buy your tree several 
days before it will be set up and 
decorated, store it outside. Cut 
the butt 1 of the tree at a diagonal 
about one inch above the original 
cut— this opens the pores and aids 
in the absorption of water. -Place 
the butt end in a container of 
-water. _Sprinkling^water_on_the 
branches and needles will, help 
retain freshness. 

—When you do bring it into the 
house, saw the butt again, squar- 
ing off the diagonal. This facili- 
tates .placing the tree in a stand 
as well as aiding absorption. ' 

—Keep the butt end of the tree 
in a container of water the entire 
time it is in the house. Refill the 
container daily as the tree re- 
quires a lot of water. 

—Be sure that the base of the 
tree is well-supported and the 
tree is placed away from fire
